While the spike lacks the required buds, 
it will stretch to make a balanced flowerhead when 
fairly well grown: The color is purest light yellow 
with no marking or flaking. The blooms are round 
with slightly frilled edges and are of good texture: 
Facing and spacing are very good and attachment 
is good, It has a very straight, strong, wiry spike, 
with no crooks as yet..Upright very green foliage. 
The plant is healthy and propagation and germina- 
tion of bulblets is fair. It will make an excellent 
florist cut flower when stock is available. Perform- 
ance—up to 60” tall, 26” to 28” flowerhead, 6%” 
florets, up to 15 buds,-6 open.

BLACK CHERRY 


((Midnight Red x Arabella) x Rich Red) 554 Class. 
85 days. Black Cherry has been called the best black 
red, any size, anywhere, by experts and fanciers who 
have judged or grown it this last season. I have 
never had it burn in the field under the most severe 
conditions. With ordinary field culture it grows 50” 
or more tall, with 24” flowerhead and 6” blooms, 19 
to 20 buds, opening 9 in the field. The color is iden- 
tical to that of a ripe black sweet cherry. At this 
years New York State Shows it won ist R.I. and 
Best R.I. at Rochester; Best New York Introduction, 
Ist Open (8 spikes), Ist R.I. at Elmira; Ist R.I. at 
Oneida E.S.G.S. Annual; and 1st Open and Ist R.I. 
at Binghamton International Show. It is an easy, 
very healthy and profilic grower with excellent 
bulblet germination. Plenty of bulblets on bulblet 
growth and small bulbs, but few from large bulbs. 
It always has a straight strong stem. with excellent 
foliage. The very well placed florets are of good 
texture, slightly wavy, well attached, and are slight- 
ly overlapping to make a beautiful exhibition spike. 
It is a promising seed and pollen parent, judging 
from the results observed in the past two seasons.

GARDEN GOLD 

((Maid of Orleans x Golden Goddess) x Shirley Tem- 
ple) 512 Class. 90 days. Here is pure gold for your 
garden. Garden Gold is the most beautiful and at- 


tractive giant deep yellow that we have seen. The col- 
or is a pure clean golden yellow with slightly deeper 
throat, and it never has any flaking or foreign color. 
The florets are of good texture, lightly ruffled, and 
have frilled edges. The top petal is slightly hooded, 
though this is not very noticeable on the show table. 
The floret facing is excellent, and the spacing 
and attachment good, on a tall, straight and strong 
spike. Foliage is excellent and the plant is very 
healthy. Grows to 60” or more, with 26” flowerhead, 
6” blooms, 17 to 19 buds, and 6 open. It is only fair- 
ly profilic, and the larger bulblets have a double 
shell, which if peeled or cracked allows the bulblets 
to germinate very well, though somewhat slowly. At 
the large Lima, N. Y. E.S.G.S. Show on September 
4th it won, Ist Open, 1st R.I., and Most Beautiful 
Spike in the show. We have had some very glowing 
reports on the beauty and growth of Garden Gold.

BIG TOP 


(1942) 541 Class. 75 days. Big top is sure to win and 
has been Grand Champion in Ohio ’44, Montana 746 
Oregon ’47, and Conn. ’47, The color is medium to 
light PINK with an attractive carmine feather in the 
throat. The huge florets are of good texture with 
petals slightly creased in the center. It is one of the 
top giants in growth of plant, florets, and foilage. It 
grows easily over six feet tall with fl. hd. up to 44”, 
blooms 74%", 22 - 26 buds, 6 open. It makes.an ex- 
cellent commercial from all size bulbs, opening per- 
fectly cut in bud. Prolific and excellent bulblet 
germination. This is one of the easiest and most sat- 
isfactory glads to grow for show or commercial.

BIRCH RED 

(1945) 552 Class. 90 days. The beauty, purity of 
color, and the satin sheen of this giant deep red, 
place it in a class alone. It is always straight, with 
blooms having excellent formal placement and fine 
attachment on a strong graceful spike. It opens very 
well when cut in bud and is fast becoming a favorite 
red. We have been unable to keep up with the florist 
demand for this brilliant red. It won 1st Open at 
Oneida E.S.G.S. Annual ’48; 1st Open, Ist Adv. Am., 
Ist R.I. at Lima, N. Y. September 4, 1948. With ir- 
rigation we have grown Birch Red over 6’ tall. In 
the field it grows up to 60” tall with 22” fl. hd, 5%” 
blooms, 19 buds, 7 open and 6 in color.

(1945) 476 Class. (Blue Danube x Dulcimer). 80 
days. A clear light blue with small purple feather. 
It hag fair texture, growing always straight, and 
generally with good placement. While healthy, it 
is a very poor propagator, so we have usually in- 
creased by cutting large bulbs. This should ba val- 
uable for hybridizing as it is an excellent seed pro- 
ducer and has two blues and Minuet in its parentage. 
About 48” tall; 20” fl. hd., 5 - 5144” blooms, 18 buds, 
5 - 6 open, 6 in color. Florists ask for this one. A.M.

with up to 8 open. Excellent textured, long lasting 
blooms, with fine formal arrangement on a straight 
strong spike. A healthy vigorous grower, blooming 
well from all sizes. Fair propagation and germina- 
tion of blts..C.A. 1948 E.S.G.8:

A very dark glistening 
red, slightly darker than Midnight Red, with only 
a trace of white marking in throat. Arrangement 
very good, spikes are always straight, healthy with 
clean green foliage, and it is an excellent propaga- 
tor, growing .up to 55° tall, 24° fl. hd@o Spleen 
17 buds, with 6 open. C.A. 1942.

Should be cut with 
one open if conditions are unfavorable. Opens 8 in 
field, with 9 in color. About 54” tall, 24” fl. hd., 6” 
blooms, 16 - 19 buds. Blooms well from all sizes.

Soft 
smoky gray or bluish salmon with a smoky orange 
red blotch. It has good textured long lasting blooms, 
which are well placed on generally straight spikes. 
Fairly Prolific and excellent bulblet growth. It is one 
of the leading winners in the giant smoky class. 
About 65” tall, 26” fl. hd., 6 - 7” blooms,, 16 - 18 
buds, up to 9 open.

It is also one of my best breeding 
parents with Black Cherry and Dragons Blood as its 
best known offspring.

There is a faint white pencil line on 
throat petal. Attachment very good. Opens well cut 
in bud; healthy, prolific, and excellent germination.

RUFFLED NIGHT 


(Midnight Red x (Ramesess x (Morocco x Super- 
ior)). 454 Class. 70 days. This is one of the most 
beautiful of all the black reds, with clear glowing 
blooms of satin sheen. The florets are ruffled, flat 
open, and heavy textured; with a very small white 
pencil line on the throat petals. The spike is straight 
and strong, with well placed and well attached 
blooms that do not burn, or wilt easily. It grows 50” 
tall, 25” flowerhead, 5” blooms, 19 buds, 7 open and 
7 in color. Bulblet production and germination is 
excellent.

The vigorous spike grows 
always straight up to 55” tall, with 25” fl. hd., 5%” 
blooms, 18 to 21 buds, up to 8 open. Excellent place- 
ment and attachment, and opens well cut in tight 
bud. Healthy and prolific. Makes an excellent com- 
mercial. It has been a regular winner for us on the 
show table.

It is a pleasure to see the rows 
in the field with their straight, strong, slender 
spikes. The placement and attachment of the florets, 
and the foliage, is excellent. It grows about 55” tall, 
27” flowerhead, 54%” blooms, 18 - 19 buds, 6 open, 
9 in color. Have had 9 open in field. Blooms from 
all size bulbs, but No. 1 - No. 2 - No. 8 should be 
disbudded to avoid splitting.
